Sometimes an undulating 
tremor would run through the falling 
avalanche, and the sheets of snow 
would flap and vibrate in the wind like 
sails or curtains. 

*- AT MIDDAY IT WAS AS DARK AS EGYPT. 


“The few people who were caught 
out of doors groped and guessed their 
difficult way. The man who held out 
his hand could not see it at the length 
of his own arm. Buildings were invisi- 
ble till one tan against them, and look- 
ing up saw a grayer shadow in the gray 
storm. The sun was powcriess to dis- 
perse or lighten the Cimmerian gloom. 
When the storm lulled fora moment 
the shadows ut the snow flakes could 
actually be seen on the white ground, 
seeming like a multitude of fragments 
of charred paper, or a whole forest’s 
complement of withered leaves ‘skim- 
ming upwards from the depths of the 
drifts to meet and to mate with the 
flakes that were scurrying downwards. 
‘* Within the house, atter 1 o’clock, 
candies and lamps had to be lit’ to ob- 
tain light. People gathered around the 
tables and stoves, giving one an idea of 
nothing so much as of a group of pas- 
sengers during a storm in a steamer’s 
saloon beiow the water line. 

* One only consolation and mitigation 
there wasin the storm, The snow-fall 
and wind were not attended by the in- 
tense cold which had marked the storm 
of January 8. Hadit been so we 
should probably have had to chronicle a 
death-roll whereon the names were writ- 
ten by hundreds. 

“The snow storm was 
*UNPARALLELED IN ALL WESTERN EX 
PERIENCE. 


“The famous hurricane of 1856 did 
not exceed it in violence, nor was the 
storm of last January one tithe so severe 
in respect to the snow, though the cold 
then was more intense. Some idea may 
perhaps be formed of the heaviness of 
the snow-fall when it is stated that 
by 3 o’clock on the afternoon that the 
storm set in the Missouri river was cov- 
ered six or eight inches deep with snow 
and slush, that tell too rapidly to melt, 
and formed a crackling and _ rustling 
surface as thick us _ porridge, for the 
mingling snow, water and sand, through 
which a foot-passenger trudges in the 
city after a thaw. Eye-witnesses say 
that a man in snow shoes could have 
crossed the riveron this floating snow 
dritt. This was, of course, an exagger. 
ation, but not so much of an exaggera- 
tion as a city reader of limited expe 
rience would think it. ; 

‘It was not until the second morning 
after the storm set in that its violence 
abated. What a morning that was 
that dawned! The sky was gray and 
clear, and the sun came out as if it had 
never known eclipse. There was just 
wind enough to raise ripples on the sur- 
face of the snow. The country and 
city had vanished. All was snow ex.- 
cept the lottier buildings; they were 
snow drifts. Twenty and thirty feet 
deep the drifts prevailed in some places.
